chards probably will not begin the 
harvest until next Monday. 
A 
good 
crop of 
sour 
cherries, 
which has been estim ated at be­ 
tween 5,000,000 and 6,000,000 pounds, 
awaits the close to 1,000 persons 
who will be sent into the orchards 
to pick the ripe fruit and send it 
on its way to two big cherry can ­ 
neries in this county—the Orrtanna 
Canning company plant at Orrtanna 
which will go on capacity schedule 
W ednesday and the C. H 
M ussei- 
man company plant at Biglerville 
which does not expect rushing busi­ 
ness before next week. 
Size and 
quality of the fruit is reported to be 
good. 
On the eve of the harvest, grow­ 
ers are being paid three cents a 
pound for their fruit—three-fourths 
of a cent more than the general 
price here last year. 
Crop Above Last Year 
The 
crop 
in 
Adams county 
is 
heavier than last year while the 
national crop is estim ated 
to be 
about 100,000,000 pounds or about 
36.000.000 pounds below last yea rs 
total. 
Adams county trees are ex ­

The Literary Guidepost

"GUNS OF THE FRONTIER," by William MacLeod 
ltaine; (Houghton Mifflin: $3). 
QOM E of the western fans might be shocked to know 
that one or two writers of bang-bang westerns 
are not ijioad-chested. booted males, 
but women. 
W illiam MacLeod Raine is definitely out of that class; 
w lun he wTites western history he is writing from 
minute personal observation and research; when he 
writes shoot- ’em -ups, his backgrounds are authentic 
and the writing as good as that market will stand. 
Today Mr. Raine is publishing some colloquial history 
of wade interest. 
In fact, ins “Guns of the Frontier” (even when it 
discusses fam iliar bad men and long idolized heroes! 
is “different," for he is not retelling accepted legends, 
but providing as accurate la d as the indefinite records 
oi the West when it was wild afford. 
Men accus­ 
tomed to history written from accurate records are 
often disconcerted at Ute fifteen or twenty versions 
Of the same story they encounter on the Great Plums, 
when some of the events thus disagreed upon are 
within the memory of a few still living. 
Thus Mr. R ain es research has led him to value 
very differently m at most famous of western gunmen, 
Wild Bill Hickock 
Mr Kame gets around to Hickock 
by way of Tom Sm ith, who lasted six m onths as 
marshal cf wide-open Abilene, faced down the most 
desperate men and disarmed them without carrying 
a gun him self, and was finally murdered by a hot* man, 
ol all things. 
A hoe man was a farmer in the Kansas 
of that clay. and the natural enemy of the drovers w’ho 
brought their bawling herds up from Texas to the 
railhead. 
Hickock was, In Mr. Raine s version, not only a liar 
but a coward when compared with Sm ith, his pre­ 
decessor us marshal oi Abilene 
W hereas Sm ith never 
shot anybody, Hickock tired first and ascertained fact 
second, if ever 
Once he even murdered his own 
deputy because that unlucky man happened by while 
his superior was dispatching a suspect. 
Hickock slept 
with gun iii reach and the floor covered with crum­ 
pled newspapers; one of ins most heroic exploits (rn 
his version) turns out a cold-blooded and useless 
murder. 
This was Hie M (Caules affair in Nebraska 
Such impartiality and such healthy skepticism make 
>'“Guns of the Frontier” something quite new in its 
field.

Sonm an, Pa., July 16 (A P)—In a 
deluge of rain, while thunder and 
lightning rent the skies above, grim 
rescue workers early today trundled 
out of the depths of a bituminous 
m ine the canvas-covered bodies of 
63 men killed by an explosion Mon­ 
day. 
Although the Hoppers company, 
operator of the mine, expressed be­ 
lief all the 
victim s of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania’s worst bitum inous disaster 
in a decade had been found, the 
gas-masked 
rescue crew still ex­ 
plored pitchblack shafts in a pos­ 
sibility 
others 
might 
have 
been 
trapped. 
Most of the dead had been suf­ 
focated. 
Others were burned. 
Only 21 men escaped from the 
mine, sloping two m iles into the 
earth from a mountainside, when 
either gas or coal dust exploded and 
snuffed cut the lives of those caught 
farther in. 
The 21 made a quick 
scramble for safety, some crawling 
on all fours to shelter them selves 
from the heat and lethal gas that 
filled the tunnels. 
Describes Blast 
T ile company received an unveri­ 
fied report that a spark from a coal 
cutting machine set off the blast. 
Little damage was done to the mine 
itself 
Stanley C. Yuwus, 23, one of the 
survivors, said: 
"It was more of a concussion than 
an explosion. 
A great ball of white 
fire swept down the tunnel. 
I was 
knocked down. 
W ith the others, I 
scrambled out on my hands and 
knees.” 
About 1,200 were employed in Hie 
mine in three shifts. The explosion 
swept through only tliree sections, 
however. 
Federal and state m ine Inspectors 
and volunteer rescue squads rushed 
to this m ining village of 400 popu­ 
lation.

Pennsylvania 
bituminous 
field, about 16 m iles east of Johns­ 
town, the “flood city.”

Our first occupancy at M eadowhill (York Springs) was in Hie sum mer 
of 1874 when we were stationed in W inchester, Va. 
During our stay I 
had the grade for the pavem ent filled up and the spring house removed. 
When we were In Baltimore and W ashington, we came up regularly every 
summer and brought the boys with us as long as they lived at home. T his 
state of affairs continued until we went there to remain permanently 
in 1890. 
During alm ost ten years we lived together under the roof of our own 
home, and although there were tim es when we felt that Hie labor it 
imposed was greater than we could bear, in our most thoughtful m om ents 
we agreed that no other place that we knew, could have so completely 
met our expectations and desires. 
We furnished the house plainly and 
its capaciousness afforded opportunity to Indulge in all our whims. 
Thus 
for nine years we lived at M eadowhill. 
In the -spring we enjoyed its 
flowers; in sum mer its shade; in autum n its fruit and in winter the 
shelter of its m assive walls. The antiquity of the building was alw ays an 
attraction to us. The seven large fireplaces built before the era of stoves, 
all the carpenter work executed after the style of a past century, together 
with the windows, doors, latches, lunges and locks, we preferred to keep 
in their original state. 
Mrs. Gardner Expires 
Finally my wife was suddenly taken ill, and after many weeks of suffer­ 
ing, which she spent in the front library room, she passed from Meudow- 
hill on March 17th, 1899 to that house not made with hands eternal in the 
heavens. 
One incident connected with her last sickness strengthened my 
affection for the place. 
When all food and drink had lost its natural 
taste to her, the water from the spring retained its sw eetness to the last. 
For many days it was tire only tiling she could take and enjoy. 
To give our place a distinctive nam e we chose Meadowhill, because it 
was descriptive of the topogiaphy of the farm. 
From north to south a 
meadow separates the two hills that comprise the upland. 
Through this 
meadow there ran a fine, clear brook of spring water. 
In the centre of 
the meadow and within full view of the street, we built, in 1893, a large 
lake. 
Around this a few years afteiw ard we planted a row of trees 
This 
lake is regarded as an ornam ent not only to the farm, but to the village. 
On it we boated in the sum m er and skated in the winter. 
I am now 
spending my last days contentedly at M eadowhill, No spot on earth is so 
dear to me. 
I roam over its fields, sit beneath shade of Hie trees we 
planted together, cultivate the flowers my wife delighted in, and preserve 
the relics of her industry and love, and await calm ly Hie time when I too 
will leave its precincts to sleep by her side In the cemetery. Through the 
kindness of Divine Providence I have been permitted to realize the ideal 
of contentm ent expressed by the poet more than a century ago 


“Happy the man whose only care 
A few paternal acres bound, 
Content to breathe his native air 
On his own ground. 


His herds witii milk, ills fields wit ii bread. 
His flocks supply him with attire; 
His trees in summer yield him shade, 
In winter fire.”— (Alexander Hope)

tile B ritish h ad lost 243 ships of 
932,158 gross tons up to July 14 
At the s ta rt of the war, accord- 
in 
to Lloyd s register of m artnne 
“hipping, th e B ritish em pire had 
21 OOI .925 tons cf shipping, com pris­ 
ing 8 977 rtiip.s — steam and motoi 
of IOO gross tons an d upw ard. 
The loss of 243 ships would leave 
the B ritisn, 8,734 ships totaling 20,- 
069,767 tons.
